Bureau Sostenemi submits 
report to Minister 


Bureau Sostenemi (Bureau 
Support Me), resorts under the 
ministry of Social Affairs, 
which falls under the watch of 
Michelle Winklaar-Hooyboer. 
This Bureau is the first point of 
contact in cases of child abuse, 
and for advice regarding con¬ 
cerns related to matters of 
abuse of children. This Bureau 
registers all abuse cases that 
are reported. 

Registration of each case is 
important so as to have a clear 
picture of what the situation is 
on Aruba, which will also give 
us an idea as to what to do and 
how to deal with the situation 
to eliminate the mistreatment 
and abuse of children in our 
community. 

Every year this Bureau 
presents a report to the Minis¬ 
ter of Social Affairs reflecting 
the work they have done dur¬ 
ing the year. On the occasion 
of their 5th year they presented 
the information in the form of 
a brochure. The brochure is 
subsequently sent to all organ¬ 
izations involved in the social 


arena of our community. 

The different forms of mis¬ 
treatment registered at the Bu¬ 
reau for 2006 to 2011 were: 
physical mistreatment; such as 
beating, pinching, choking and 
burning; physical negligence, 
lack of medical care, poor nu¬ 
trition, physical hygiene, emo¬ 
tional mistreatment, such as 
shouting and cursing, depriv¬ 
ing children contact with a par¬ 
ent; calling the child ugly 
names, loneliness, lack of 
proper supervision, lack of at¬ 
tention and affection, sexual 
abuse and domestic violence. 

One remarkable observa¬ 
tion from the graphic presented 
in the report, indicates that 
while the number of calls for 
assistance increased during the 
period 2006 to 2011, and even 
though most of these cases re¬ 
quired the help from other in¬ 
stances such as Voogdijraad; 
the number of cases that were 
taken to court saw a significant 
decline. 

Emotional and mental neg¬ 
ligence were among the most 


prevalent. Negligence came as 
a result of working parents 
who have little or no time to be 
with their children. Or, parents 
facing separation or divorce 
proceedings. Or, in cases 
where the parent is absent be¬ 
cause of their own drug or al¬ 
cohol dependency or for 
financial problems. 

All in all the Bureau has 
noted that the amount of cases 
registered have increased over 
the past 5 years. This shows 
that the community has be¬ 
come more critical and consci¬ 
entious about abuse of children 
and that they are more inclined 
to report these. Every case re¬ 
ported receives immediate at¬ 
tention and the Bureau does 
everything possible to help to 
resolve the situation, directing 
callers to the right sources for 
referrals when this is required. 
The report submitted also 
points out that the community 
has taking a more positive and 
responsible approach to the 
children in our homes and 
community. 


Netanyahu rejects Obama’s call on 
1967 borders 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu bluntly told Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama yesterday 
that Israel could not accept his 
call to return to its "indefensi¬ 


ble" 1967 borders to forge 
peace with the Palestinians. 

In a dramatic Oval Office 
appearance after two hours of 
talks, which ran considerably 
over time, Netanyahu warned 


that a "peace based on illusions 
will crash eventually on the 
rocks of Middle Eastern real¬ 
ity." 

"The only peace that will 
endure is one that is based on 
reality, on unshakeable facts. I 
think for there to be peace, the 
Palestinians will have to accept 
some basic realities," a grim¬ 
faced Netanyahu said. 

"We don't have a lot of mar¬ 
gin for error, because Mr Pre¬ 
sident, history will not give the 
Jewish people another 
chance." 

Netanyahu said he would 
work with Obama to seek a se¬ 
cure peace for Israel, but also 
warned that Palestinian leader 
Mahmud Abbas would have to 
choose between a new unity 
pact with the militant group 
Hamas or peace with Israel.

World backs Obama Palestinian plan 
as Israel digs in heels 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Key 
global players yesterday 
backed US President Barack 
Obama's call for a Palestinian 
state including land lost in the 
1967 war as Israel insisted 
there could be no return to 
"indefensible" borders. 

As Obama's vision was 
welcomed by the European 
Union, the United Nations, 
Russia, the Palestinians and 
parts of the Arab world, Is¬ 
raeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu bluntly 
rejected it as "unrealistic." 

"While Israel is prepared 
to make generous compro¬ 
mises for peace it cannot go 
back to the 1967 lines be¬ 
cause these lines are indefen¬ 
sible," Netanyahu said as the 
world called for an urgent 
resolution of the conflict. 

"The only peace that will 
endure is one that is based on 
reality, on unshakeable facts. 
I think for there to be peace, 
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the Palestinians will have to 
accept some basic realities," 
a grim-faced Netanyahu said 
in a dramatic Oval Office ap¬ 
pearance after two hours of 
talks with Obama. 

This prompted Palestinian 
leader Mahmud Abbas to 
urge Obama to press Ne¬ 
tanyahu to accept a Palestin¬ 
ian state based on 1967 
borders. 

"We call on President 
Obama and the Mideast Quar¬ 
tet to pressure Netanyahu to 
accept the 1967 borders," 
Abbas' spokesman Nabil Abu 
Rudeina said in Ramallah. 

"Netanyahu's position is 
an official rejection of Mr 
Obama's initiative, of interna¬ 
tional legitimacy and of inter¬ 
national law." 

The diplomatic Quartet on 
the Middle East, which in¬ 
cludes the European Union, 
the United Nations, the 


CHICAGO, Illinois (AFP) - 
Wisconsin's top court ruled 
yesterday that sending a 14- 
year-old killer to jail without 
the chance of parole is not an 
"unduly harsh and excessive" 
punishment for a gruesome 
crime. 

Omer Ninham is one of 
over 2,200 of US teens sen¬ 
tenced to life in jail without pa¬ 
role after they were prosecuted 
as adults, according to the 
Equal Justice Initiative. 

Some 73 of those involved 
children aged 13 or 14 at the 
time of the crime. 

In what the court described 
as a "horrific and senseless 
crime," Ninham was convicted 
of picking a fight with a 13- 
year-old boy who was riding 
home on his bike in Green 
Bay, Wisconsin. 

Ninham and a group of four 
other teens didn't know Zong 
Vang, a Hmong immigrant, but 


United States and Russia, ex¬ 
pressed "strong support" for 
Obama's statement that a 
Palestinian state should in¬ 
clude land that Israel has oc¬ 
cupied since the 1967 war.

"Under the circumstances 
of this case, Ninham's punish¬ 
ment is severe, but it is not dis¬ 
proportionately so," Judge 
Annette Ziegler wrote in the 
68-page opinion. "We con¬ 
clude that his sentence of life 
imprisonment without the pos¬ 
sibility of parole is not unduly 
harsh and excessive." 

The US Supreme Court 
ruled last year that sentencing 
juveniles to life without parole 
for non-homicide cases is un¬ 
constitutional.

’Baby Doc' Duvalier called 
before a Haitian judge 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Former Haitian presi¬ 
dent Jean-Claude Duvalier was 
summoned to a meeting yes¬ 
terday morning before a Hait¬ 
ian investigating magistrate, a 
Duvalier lawyer told AFP. 

"We are in the judge's office 
to finish this complaint," said 
Duvalier lawyer Reynold 
George, without specifying 
which of the several com¬ 
plaints against Duvalier he was 
referring to. 

Duvalier returned to Haiti 
on January after 25 years in 
exile, and has been accused by 
the government of corruption, 
embezzlement of public funds, 
and association with known 
criminal elements. 

He has also been subject to 


numerous complaints filed 
against him for crimes against 
humanity, including arbitrary 
arrest, torture and illegal deten¬ 
tion. One of those complaints 
was filed by Haitian journalist 
Michele Montas, the former 
spokeswoman for UN secre¬ 
tary general Ban Ki-moon. 

Since his return, "Baby 
Doc" has been able to move 
around the capital, although 
his residence in the hills sur¬ 
rounding the capital is video- 
monitored. 

Duvalier, the son of the for¬ 
mer dictator Frangois Duvalier 
— known as "Papa Doc" — took 
power in 1971 and ruled for 19 
years, the longest dictatorship 
in the poorest country in the 
Western hemisphere. 


First findings on Rio-Paris 
crash next week 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Inves¬ 
tigators will publish next week 
the first findings from their 
probe into the Air France flight 
that crashed into the Atlantic in 
2009, they said yesterday. 

The aviation authority 
BEA, investigating the crash, 
"will publish at the end of next 
week factual findings about the 
flight which will determine the 
circumstances but not at all the 
cause," a BEA spokeswoman 
told AFP. 

The French government 


said Thursday the cause of the 
crash would be known by the 
end of June, when the flight 
recorders have been fully ex¬ 
amined. 

The Airbus A3 30 crashed 
en route from Rio de Janeiro to 
Paris on June 1, 2009, with the 
death of all 228 people on 
board. 

Interim inquiry results point 
to a problem with the jet's air 
speed probes — known as 
"Pitots" — which are thought to 
have iced up. 


US delivers 120,000 meals 
to Libyan rebels: Pentagon 


WASHINGTON, (AFP)-The 
Pentagon said it had delivered 
120,000 Halal meals to Libyan 
rebels as part of US plans to 
provide $25 million in non- 
lethal aid to forces fighting 
Moamer Kadhafi's regime. 

Other assistance — includ¬ 
ing medical supplies, tents, 
uniforms, sandbags, flak jack¬ 
ets — "will be delivered in the 
coming weeks," spokesman 
Colonel Dave Lapan said in an 


email. 

The first shipment of the 
ready-to-eat meals arrived in 
the rebel stronghold of Beng¬ 
hazi on May 10 after the 
United States announced plans 
nearly a month ago to provide 
non-lethal assistance to the 
rebels. 

The United States is support¬ 
ing a NATO-led air campaign 
designed to protect civilians 
against Kadhafi's regime.

Aruba Government subsidizes Arubus by a whopping 60%! 



Last week Aruba’s minister 
of Transport, Otmar Oduber, 
met with the public transport 
company Conexxion of the 
Netherlands. The purpose of 
this visit was to ascertain the 
possibility for cooperation 
from them for assistance with 
the situation of our own pub¬ 
lic transport company, 
Arubus. 

The minister remarked 
that Arubus for many years 
has not been operating the 
way a company should to at 
least “break even.” There is 
actually an enormous amount 
of expenses in the operations 
of Arubus. In addition to the 
high cost of operation, there 
is an extremely high payroll 
as compared to the identical 
type of company in the 
Netherlands and in our re¬ 
gion. 

On the other hand, the 
government’s financial par¬ 
ticipation in Arubus is much 


too big in view of the bench¬ 
mark for subsidizing such an 
enterprise. 

No doubt, according to the 
minister, that Arubus has an 
important social roll in our 
community and the govern¬ 
ment is very cognizant of that 
fact. However, the company 
must recognize that it is not 
acceptable for them to spend 
the people’s money in an ir¬ 
responsible manner. 

It is a given, as seen in 
countries around the world, 


that public transportation is a 
social activity that the gov¬ 
ernment must subsidize. The 
norm ought to be that be¬ 
tween 40 to 50% of the total 
expenses should be subsi¬ 
dized by the government. 
However, in Aruba the sub¬ 
sidy from the government is 
at 60%! This simply proves 
that the company is operating 
in a non-viable manner. It is 
in this context that Oduber is 
looking for a solution and for

the hotels for the service. 

According to Rasmijn, we 
can begin with those most vul¬ 
nerable in our community and 
eventually cover every home. 

Just like the Census takers, 
we can come up with a “Sur¬ 
vey Group” who would be 



charged with making everyone 
aware of the high cost and how 
to reduce our utility bills. 

Information obtained from 
the Department of Socail Af¬ 
fairs, SVB, Elmar and WEB, 
would be crucially in identify¬ 
ing the group that we must tar¬ 
get. The Task Force, made up 
of students who want to earn 
some money during the sum¬ 
mer vacation, would visit the 
assigned homes. In addition to 
the money they would earn, 
they would also have the 
added satisfaction of having 
helped numerous families re¬ 
duce their monthly utility bills.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands — The Dutch branch of 
the international Medecins 
Sans Frontieres, (MSF Holland 
or 'Artsen zonder Grenzen') 
has won a prestigious United 
Nations award. The 2011 
Green Star Award was be¬ 
stowed on the humanitarian 
NGO for its emergency re¬ 
sponse to victims of lead poi¬ 
soning in Nigeria. The 
ceremony was held yesterday 
in Bern, Switzerland. 

MSF Holland’s most recent 
environmental emergency op¬ 
eration began in the northern 
Nigerian state of Zamfara in 
March 2010, and is still ongo¬ 
ing. MSF has treated more 
than 1,000 children for lead 
poisoning. It is one of the most 
serious cases of acute heavy 
metal poisoning ever recorded. 

“MSF welcomes the Green 
Star Award. It offers an oppor¬ 
tunity to continue highlighting 
this environmental health cri¬ 
sis,” said MSF Emergency 
Manager Lauren Cooney, who 
accepted the award on behalf 
of the organisation. 

MSF Holland’s operation 
focused particularly on chil¬ 
dren younger than five years 
old, who are more vulnerable 
to the symptoms of poisoning. 


The lead poisoning results 
from the processing of gold 
ore. Gold seekers break the 
stone into pieces and collect 
the gold pieces with tools used 
to harvest grain or with cook¬ 
ing utensils, exposing people 
to the toxic levels of lead 
found in the ore. 

Ms Cooney stressed the 
need for more follow-up action 
needed in the treatment of vic¬ 
tims. “MSF again calls for 
more assistance with the vital, 
ongoing response to lead poi¬ 
soning in northern Nigeria. 
There are limits to what we can 
do as an emergency aid organ¬ 
isation.” 

Five other organisations or 
individuals received prizes 
alongside MSF Holland, in¬ 
cluding a US academic for her 
research work on making 
houses safer during earth¬ 
quakes. One award was 
posthumous - Linda Norgrove 
died in a rescue attempt after 
she was kidnapped in 
Afghanistan last October. 

The Green Star Award is 
presented every two years to 
individuals, organisations or 
donors who have stood out in 
their response to global envi¬ 
ronmental emergencies by the 
UN Environment Program.

Implant breakthrough 
helps paraplegic man 
stand, walk

PARIS (AFP) - In a world 
first, neurosurgeons in the US 
said on Friday electrodes im¬ 
planted in the lower spine 
had enabled a paraplegic man 
to stand up unaided, move his 
legs voluntarily and, with 
help, walk on a treadmill. 

The therapy marks an ex¬ 
citing advance in the quest to 
overcome crippling injuries 
of the spinal cord, they said. 

’’This is a breakthrough,” 
said Susan Harkema, a pro¬ 
fessor at the Spinal Cord Re¬ 
search Center at the 
University of Louisville, 
Kentucky, who led the 11- 
member team. 

"It opens up a huge oppor¬ 
tunity to improve the daily 
functioning of these individ¬ 
uals...but we have a long road 
ahead.” 

The work, published on¬ 
line by The Lancet, was car¬ 
ried out on a young volunteer, 
now aged 25, who had been 
completely paralysed below 
the chest after a tragic hit- 
and-run accident in 2006. 

Today, after 26 months of 
retraining of the leg muscles, 
followed by the pioneering 
surgery, the patient can reach 
a standing position and sup¬ 
port his own weight for up to 
four minutes at a time. 

Helped by a harness sup¬ 
port and some assistance 
from a therapist, he can make 
repeated stepping motions on 
a treadmill. He can also vol¬ 
untarily move his toes, an¬ 
kles, knees and hips on 
command. 

The patient, Rob Sum¬ 
mers, said he was ecstatic. 

"This procedure has com¬ 
pletely changed my life,” he 
said. "For someone who for 
four years was unable to even 


move a toe, to have the free¬ 
dom and ability to stand on 
my own is the most amazing 
feeling. 

“To be able to pick up my 
foot and step down again was 
unbelievable, but beyond all 
of that, my sense of wellbe¬ 
ing has changed. My 
physique and muscle tone has 
improved greatly, so much 
that most people don't even 
believe I am paralysed.” 

Paralysis comes from 
damage to the spinal cord 
down which the brain sends 
electrical signals along nerve 
fibres to instruct limb move¬ 
ment. 

The research focuses on 
nerve networks in the lower 
spine that are relatively au¬ 
tonomous — they can follow 
through the commands for 
weight-bearing and coordi¬ 
nated stepping without input 
from the brain. 

The mechanism works 
thanks to feedback from 
nerves in the muscles of the 
legs and feet that is sent di¬ 
rectly to the spinal cord. 

It is this sensory input that 
helps the individual to adjust 
his balance and speed of 
movement and level of 
weight-bearing in response to 
surfaces and inclines.The 
technique entailed giving 
Summers 26 months of loco¬ 
motor training to get his leg 
muscles used again to the 
sensation of movement, thus 
reviving the feedback system. 

Surgeons then implanted 
16 electrodes in the lum¬ 
bosacral spinal cord, connect¬ 
ing them to thick nerve 
bundles that largely control 
movement of the ankles, 
hips, knees and toes. 

The unit then sent down 
electrical signals to mimic 
those sent down the spine by 
the brain in order to initiate 
movement. 

With Summers, electros¬ 
timulation was part of ses¬ 
sions lasting up to 250 
minutes. 

The success has fired hopes 
that at least some individuals 
with spinal paralysis can use a 
portable stimulation unit to 
trigger the movements needed 
to stand up and bear weight. 

There could be even 
greater secondary benefits, 
including perhaps the restora¬ 
tion of bladder and sphincter 
control and sexual response. 

But only one person has so 
far had the treatment, out of 
five authorised by the US 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion (FDA).

Rep. Giffords Recovering After Skull Surgery 


— Rep. Gabrielle Giffords 
continued her remarkable re¬ 
covery Thursday, one day 
after doctors inserted a plastic 
implant to replace the piece 
of skull that had been re¬ 
moved after she was shot in 
the head by a would-be assas¬ 
sin four months ago. 

The Arizona congress- 
woman is "recovering well 
after her surgery today," read 


a statement from TIRR Me¬ 
morial Hermann Hospital in 
Houston, where the surgery 
was performed, the Associ¬ 
ated Press reported. 

Doctors removed the por¬ 
tion of skull to ease pressure 
on her brain, which swelled 
after she was shot. 

Still, her doctors said Gif¬ 
fords continues to face a long 
road to recovery, and have re¬ 


peatedly talked about reach¬ 
ing a new "normal," the AP 
said. 

While the latest surgery is 
a major move forward, it will 
have no effect on her neuro¬ 
logical status, and any speech 
or other therapy will con¬ 
tinue, according to one ex¬ 
pert, Dr. Anders Cohen, chief 
of neu- rosurgery at The 
Brooklyn Hospital Center in 


New York City. 

"This is part of the reco¬ 
very," Cohen said. "This is on 
the happier side, because it is 
not lifesaving. Swelling is no 
longer an issue, so let's pro¬ 
tect the brain and let’s give 
her a better cosmetic look. It's 
a quick thing with a fast re¬ 
covery," he said. 

After the shooting in 
Tucson, doctors removed a 


large piece of Giffords' 
skull to give the brain room 
to swell. It's likely that the 
bullet that pierced her brain 
also shattered the bone, ex¬ 
perts said. 

Replacement surgery isn't 
done until the swelling stops 
and the brain has shrunk back 
to its normal size, Cohen 
added.

Lagarde is ’’practically a 
shoo-in” as the European 
Union's candidate to succeed 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn as 
IMF managing director, an 
EU source said. 

An EU announcement was 
expected at next week's Group 
of Eight summit in France, the 
source said. 

"We should get such a sig¬ 
nal at Deauville,” said the 
source, referring to the French 
beach resort where the two- 
day summit of the world's 
eight top industrialized pow¬ 
ers opens Thursday. The G8 
gathers Britain, Canada, 
France, Germany, Italy, Japan, 
Russia and the United States. 

Strauss-Kahn's resignation 


earlier this week to fight sex 
charges in New York has 
opened up a scramble for the 
top job. 

Emerging economic pow¬ 
ers like China, India and 
Brazil are calling for an end to 
Europe's lock on the position, 
the product of a 65-year-old 
gentleman's agreement that al¬ 
lowed Washington to monop¬ 
olize the World Bank 
presidency. 

Beijing's state media on 
Friday carried calls for the 
next IMF chief to be Chinese, 
with one editorial saying the 
economic powerhouse has "a 
large number of people capa¬ 
ble of holding the position.” 

Angel Gurria, the Mexican 
head of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development, said Friday the 
time had come to change the 
tradition of who leads the 
agency. 

"I think that this time it is 
possible but it must be done 
quickly,” he said. 

India's executive director 
at the IMF warned that well- 
qualified candidates might not 
bother to stand for the post if 
it is already certain to go to a 
European. 

The position is a crucial 
one in the world economy. 
The global lender of last re¬ 
sort, the IMF each year lends 
tens of billions of dollars to 
troubled countries to help 
right their economies when no 
others will help them. 

But it also lays down strict 
standards of fiscal and eco¬ 
nomic reform for its clients 
which can upset political and 
social systems.

Oil prices chop 
higher on mixed 
signals 


NEW YORK, (AFP) - Oil 
prices rose Friday amid erratic 
trade in New York as traders 
focused on disappointing eco¬ 
nomic data and signs of firm¬ 
ing demand. 

The main West Texas Inter¬ 
mediate (WTI) contract, light 
sweet crude for July, closed at 
$99.49 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange, a 
gain of $ 1.05 from Thursday. 

London's Brent North Sea 
crude for delivery in July set¬ 
tled 97 cents higher at 
$112.39. 

The benchmark WTI con¬ 
tract swung wildly between 
$95.99 and $99.90 during the 
session. 

"Initially the market was 
very weak this morning in re¬ 
sponse to the stronger dollar,” 
which makes dollar-priced 
crude more expensive, said 
Rich Ilczyszyn at futures bro¬ 
kerage Lind-Waldock. 

But the greenback later 
weakened, lending support to 
oil prices. 

In addition, there was an 
impact from market-position¬ 
ing ahead of the weekend, the 
analyst said, as traders were 


"probably reducing their ex¬ 
posure.” 

Early in the session crude 
prices were under pressure 
after Germany, Europe's 
biggest economy, said it saw 
economic growth slowing, 
said Andy Lipow at Lipow Oil 
Associates. 

On Thursday, weaker-than- 
expected data on US manu¬ 
facturing and housing shook 
confidence in the recovery 
outlook for the largest econ¬ 
omy, the world's biggest oil- 
consumer, pushing prices 
lower. 

While weaker US macro- 
economic data weighed on 
prices, "the underlying funda¬ 
mentals in the oil market itself 
remain very robust,” Barclays 
Capital analysts said in a 
client note. 

"Similar to last August 
when markets got jittery from 
a bout of weak US macroeco¬ 
nomic data, current sentiment 
remains fixated on potential 
downside risk, however small 
or unlikely they may be, 
oblivious to tightening funda¬ 
mentals in the background.” 


IMF ap¬ 
proves 26 
billion 
euro loan 
to Portugal 

WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
The International Monetary 
Fund on Friday approved a 
26-billion-euro ($36.9 bil¬ 
lion) three-year loan to Por¬ 
tugal as part of a European 
Union bailout of the strug¬ 
gling eurozone country. 

The "front-loaded pro¬ 
gram makes about 6.1 billion 
euros "immediately available 
to Portugal” from the IMF, 
the Washington-based insti¬ 
tution said in a statement. 

EU finance ministers on 
Monday backed a three-year, 
78-billion-euro EU-IMF 
bailout for Portugal on con¬ 
dition Lisbon embarks on a 
major raft of public sell-offs. 

The ministers said they 
had agreed unanimously to 
rescue Portugal, making it 
the third eurozone country in 
a year to receive a multi-bil- 
lion-euro bailout, after 
Greece and Ireland. 


Japan's TEPCO posts record loss 
as president resigns 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japan’s 
Tokyo Electric Power on Fri¬ 
day posted a record $15 bil¬ 
lion loss and its under-fire 
president resigned to take re¬ 
sponsibility for the worst nu¬ 
clear crisis since Chernobyl 
25 years ago. 

The beleaguered utility 
posted an annual net loss of 
1.247 trillion yen ($15 bil¬ 
lion), the biggest ever for a 
non-financial Japanese firm. 
The company did not give an 
earnings forecast for the cur¬ 
rent financial year. 

With compensation liabili¬ 
ties estimated at tens of bil¬ 
lions of dollars, the utility 
warned the "significant dete¬ 
rioration” in its financial posi¬ 
tion "raises substantial doubt 
about its ability to continue as 
a going concern”. 


Its heavily criticised presi¬ 
dent Masataka Shimizu re¬ 
signed over the crisis at its 
crippled Fukushima Daiichi 
nuclear plant, after earlier say¬ 
ing he would likely step down 
at an appropriate time. 

"The public has lost confi¬ 
dence in nuclear power,” 
Shimizu told a press confer¬ 
ence. "It is the right way for 
the top manager to take the ul¬ 
timate responsibility.” Sakae 
Muto, head of TEPCO's nu¬ 
clear division, also resigned. 

Managing director Toshio 
Nishizawa will replace 
Shimizu effective after a June 
shareholders meeting. He 
said he accepted it was his 
"fate to lead our efforts in this 
difficult time,” as he apolo¬ 
gised for the emergency. 

The disaster has prompted

of thousands of people remain 
evacuated from homes, farms 
and businesses in a 20-kilo- 
metre (12-mile) zone around 
the radiation-spewing plant.

‘Macho Man’ Randy Savage 
dies in a car crash 



’’Macho Man” Randy Savage, 
a professional wrestler who 
became a fan favorite thanks 
to his outlandish outfits and 
trademark catchphrase, died 
Friday in a car wreck, accord¬ 
ing to media news. 


The 58-year-old Savage re¬ 
portedly suffered a heart at¬ 
tack while driving his 2009 
Jeep Wrangler in Tampa, Fla., 
and careened across lanes of 
oncoming traffic before col¬ 
liding head-on with a tree. He 


died later at a local hospital. 

Savage’s wife Lynn, who 
was riding in the passenger 
seat, escaped with only minor 
injuries. Both passengers were 
wearing seatbelts and the po¬ 
lice do not believe alcohol 
was a factor. 

The World Wrestling Fed¬ 
eration favorite from Ohio 
burst onto the scene in 1985 
and quickly drew attention 
with his flamboyant outfits 
and ”ooh yeah!” catchphrase. 
His marriage to Elizabeth 
Hulette, Ms. Elizabeth to fans, 
was one of the first high-pro¬ 
file wrestler/valet relation¬ 
ships. They divorced in 1992. 
Savage remarried last year. 

He won two WWF cham¬ 
pionships in his career. His 
match against Ricky Steam¬ 
boat in 1987’s Wrestlemania 
III is considered one of the 
best WWF bouts ever. Savage 
won the title late that year, set¬ 
ting the stage for memorable 
battles with Hulk Hogan, who 
would eventually dethrone 
him as champion. 

Savage also appeared in 
memorable ads for Slim Jim 
and played a wrestler in the 
2002 hit film ”Spider-Man.”

ing body UCI appealed a 
Spanish cycling federation's 
decision to rescind a year ban. 

But he has been able to 
shrug off the controversy and 
clearly has found his form in 
the Giro so far. 

"It was tough," the Spaniard 
admitted of Friday's race. 


Hamilton says he saw 
Armstrong inject 
banned drug: report 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) 
Lance Armstrong's former 
teammate Tyler Hamilton 
claims he saw the embattled 
seven-time Tour de France 
winner use banned drug EPO 
the first year he won the race in 
1999, according to CBS News. 

Hamilton told "60 Minutes" 
that he witnessed Armstrong 
using EPO (erythropoietin), 
which is designed to increase 
endurance by boosting produc¬ 
tion of red blood cells. 

"I saw it in his refrigerator," 
Hamilton told the American 
news programme in the inter¬ 
view to air Sunday. "I saw him 
inject it more than one time 
like we all did, like I did many, 
many times." 

The programme decided to 
release excerpts from the show 
Thursday. 

Cancer survivor Armstrong 
won the Tour de France for the 
first time in 1999 and captured 
every race from 1999-2005. 

Armstrong has vehemently 
denied using performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs during his con¬ 
troversial cycling career. 

He reiterated that stance 
Thursday using his social net¬ 
working page Twitter to get his 
message across. 

"20+ year career. 500 drug 
controls worldwide, in and out 
of competition. Never a failed 
test. I rest my case," he said. 

Hamilton also tried to de¬ 
bunk Armstrong's defence of 
never having failed a drug test. 
Hamilton told "60 Minutes" 
that Armstrong told him he 
failed a test 10 years ago at the

Tour de Swiss, just prior to 
competing in the 2001 Tour de 
France. 

Hamilton, who admits 
using performance-enhancing 
drugs, retired from cycling in 
2009 after a second positive 
drug test. 

Hamilton says Armstrong 
took a blood-booster before the 
2000 and 2001 Tour de France 
races. 

Armstrong "took what we 
all took... the majority of the 
peloton," Hamilton told "60 
Minutes". "There was EPO... 
testosterone... a blood transfu¬ 
sion." 

Armstrong is the subject of 
a probe by federal investigators 
who are trying to determine if 
the US Postal cycling team 
owes much of their success to 
a systematic doping pro¬ 
gramme. 

The 39-year-old Armstrong 
retired in February after a 
string of disappointing results. 

Armstrong initially retired 
from cycling after the 2005 
Tour de France, but returned to 
competition in 2009.

PARIS (AFP) - The United 
States has gone 29 Grand 
Slam events without celebrat¬ 
ing a men's champion and the 
French Open, which starts on 
Sunday, is unlikely to break 
that streak. 

Andre Agassi was the last 
American to win the men's 
crown at Roland Garros in 
1999 and Agassi was the last 
US player to get as far as the 
quarter-finals in 2003. 

Since then, the mantle has 
passed to Andy Roddick, his 
country's last major winner when 
he lifted the 2003 US Open. 

But Roddick, currently 
struggling with a right shoul¬ 
der injury and who has never 
got beyond the fourth round 
in nine visits, on Thursday 
pulled out of the tournament, 
preferring to concentrate on 
Wimbledon where he has 
been runner-up three times. 

Roddick is not even the 
national number one any¬ 
more, having been supplanted 
by close friend Mardy Fish, 
whose Roland Garros best is 
a second round spot. 

These are dark days for 
American tennis. 

Just a week ago, there was 
no US man or woman in the 
world's top 10 for the first 
time since the ranking system 
was introduced almost 40 
years ago. 

Serena Williams, the last 
American Roland Garros 
women's winner in 2002, is 
absent this year through in¬ 
jury as is sister Venus. 

America's top player in the 


women's draw will be 
Bethanie Mattek-Sands, the 
world 36. But the 26-year- 
old's best performance in 
Paris is two second round 
showings in 2008 and 2010. 

However, Roger Federer, 
who along with Rafael Nadal 
has carved up 24 of the 29 
majors since Roddick's 2003 
US Open win, believes the 
Americans should not be 
written off. 

"There are not that many 
teenagers in the top 100 so I 
think many countries are going 
through a phase where they do 
not have the talent they hoped 
to have," said the Swiss. 

"Even in France, Ger¬ 
many, England or America, 
all those countries are strug¬ 
gling and waiting for an up 
and coming player like we al¬ 
ways hope for like Rafa 
(Nadal), Novak (Djokovic) 
and myself, or (Andy) Rod¬ 
dick or (Michael) Chang. 

Patrick McEnroe, the for¬ 
mer Davis Cup skipper who 
now runs the United States 
Tennis Assocation's player 
development programme, be¬ 
lieves the US can learn from 
the success of European play¬ 
ers on clay courts. 

"Spain has a very system¬ 
atic approach to how they 
teach ldds, when it comes to 
margin of error, when to at¬ 
tack, when to defend," he told 
the Wall Street Journal. 

"You can go pretty much 
anywhere in Spain to a coach, 
and they'll teach you pretty 
much the same thing."

French stick 
with Blatter 
in FIFA vote 


PARIS (AFP) - The French 
Football Federation said 
Friday it would back in¬ 
cumbent Sepp Blatter in the 
upcoming FIFA presiden¬ 
tial election as he goes up 
against Asian football 
supremo Mohamed Bin 
Hammam. 

Whereas England's FA 
revealed Thursday that it 
would abstain, smarting 
from a crushing defeat last 
December in the battle to 
stage the 2018 World Cup, 
the French said they would 
go with Blatter in the June 
1 poll. 

"The Federal Council (of 
the FFF) has decided that the 
Federation would support 
the candidature or Monsieur 
Blatter," said FFF chairman 
Fernand Duchaussoy. 

Blatter, 75, will be out to 
land a fourth and last man¬ 
date at the head of world 
football’s governing body. 
Bin Hammam is his only 
declared rival. 

The winner needs a sim¬ 
ple majority of votes cast 
by the body's 208 members.
